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R  E  P  O  R  T. 


Another  year  has  gone,  and  again  it  is  time  for  us  to 
give  our  friends  some  account  of  the  way  in  which  the  last 
twelve  months  have  passed  at  the  Home. 

There  are  no  events  of  unusual  magnitude  to  be  related. 
The  days  have  gone  quietly  by,  each  one  bringing  its 
work  to  be  done ;  children  to  be  received  into  our  care, 
children  to  be  returned  to  their  parents  or  sent  to  new 
homes  found  by  us ;  and  sometimes  death  has  visited  us, 
and  carried  the  little  ones  to  a  better  home  than  any 
earthly  one. 

We  often  wish  that  our  friends  would  visit  us, 
and  see  for  themselves  the  happy  children  in  the  sunny 
rooms.  A  simple  service  in  the  schoolroom  begins  each 
day;  and  after  it  is  over  the  children  rush  to  “  Aunty 
Gfwynne,”  whom  they  dearly  love,  for  a  u  good-morning 
kiss.”  She  can  inflict  no  greater  punishment  on  a 
naughty  child  than  to  refuse  to  give  this  accustomed 
greeting.  The  older  children  spend  six  hours  each  day  in 
school,  three  in  the  morning  and  three  in  the  afternoon, 
where,  if  no  very  regular  course  of  study  can  be  pursued 
owing  to  the  constant  change  of  scholars,  something  is 
learned  and,  better  yet,  habits  of  obedience  and  order  are 
taught  even  in  the  short  time  the  children  are  in  our  care. 
During  December,  they  will  be  found  very  busy  in  learn- 
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ing  little  poems  and  songs,  in  preparation  for  a  small 
entertainment  to  be  given  at  Christmas  time.  If  you 
will  come  in,  you  may  be  present  at  a  rehearsal.  One  little 
boy  “  speaks  a  piece  ”  with  appropriate  gestures,  an  older 
girl  recites  a  poem,  and  one  tiny  morsel  is  requested  to 
sing  and  evidently  fancies  she  does  so,  for  her  lips  move 
industriously,  although  her  shyness  is  such  that  not  one 
word  in  six  becomes  audible  to  the  attentive  audience. 

Would  you  like  to  see  the  babies  ?  Then  come  upstairs, 
and  in  one  nursery  you  will  find  the  very  little  ones 
sitting  on  the  laps  of  the  nurses  or  rolling  happily  about 
on  the  floor;  while  just  across  the  way  are  the  “  two-year- 
olds.”  They  are  quite  able  to  trot  about  on  their  sturdy 
little  legs,  and  romp  gaily  through  the  two  rooms  which  form 
their  own  especial  domain.  They  are  old  enough  to  enjoy 
playthings,  and  occasionally  they  all  want  the  same  one,  a 
little  rocking-chair  proving  such  a  continued  “bone  of 
contention  ”  that  a  kind  friend  provided  three  more. 
When  dinner  time  comes  they  bring  their  small  chairs 
and  gather  around  a  low  table,  where  they  “fall  to”  with 
excellent  appetites  for  their  bowls  of  bread  and  milk. 
As  we  believe  that  the  Home  is  made  for  the  children,  and 
not  the  children  for  the  Home,  it  pleases  us  very  much  to 
find  them  so  happy  here.  One  little  girl,  who  has  been  with 
us  several  times,  cried  when  she  had  to  go  home,  and  came 
of  her  own  accord  to  beg  “Aunty  ”  to  take  her  back  again. 

Besides  their  own  entertainment,  the  children  are  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  attending  Christmas  festivities  at  the 
Tremont  Street  Methodist  Church,  the  Second  Church, 
and  a  church  at  Longwood,  while  Santa  Claus  himself 
never  forgets  their  stockings  on  Christmas  eve. 

The  children  have  had  other  pleasures  during  the  year. 
Twenty-one  of  them  spent  two  weeks  or  more  in  the 
country  at  the  invitation  of  two  young  ladies  of  South 
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Framingham.  These  ladies  had  a  fair,  and  raised  the 
money  in  that  way  to  pay  the  children’s  board.  One 
child  is  still  under  the  charge  of  one  of  these  young  ladies. 
Through  the  invitation  of  another  lady,  five  children  made 
long  visits  in  Pomfret,  Conn.,  during  the  summer,  and  the 
Country  Week  sent  several  of  our  children  into  the 
country.  The  Christian  Union,  by  their  committee,  sent 
a  carriage  at  seven  different  times  to  take  the  children  for 
a  two  hours’  drive.  We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
all  these  kind  friends,  and  to  many  more  who  have  sent 
us  useful  gifts  during  the  year.  Cast  off  clothing  is 
always  especially  acceptable,  as  we  like  to  send  our  children 
to  their  new  homes  well  dressed. 

During  the  year  forty-five  children  have  been  adopted. 
We  often  hear  from  them,  either  through  their  adopting 
parents  or  by  their  own  letters.  Here  are  some  extracts 
which  we  think  will  interest  our  friends. 

One  gentleman,  who  was  a  widower,  took  a  boy  from  us 
about  a  year  ago.  In  February  last  he  wrote,  “The  boy 
(my  son  now)  is  all  I  could  desire.  In  my  eyes  he  is 
perfect,  and  is  the  smartest  child  I  ever  saw  for  his  age.” 

Another  gentleman  writes,  “  I  will  say  that  we  will 
bring  the  boy  up  in  the  way  that  is  right,  and  try  and 
make  a  good  and  useful  man  of  him.” 

Another  says,  “  Should  you  kindly  send  me  the  neces¬ 
sary  papers,  my  wife  and  I  will  gladly  sign  them,  and 
be  happy  that  we  can  truly  feel  the  little  darling  (who  has 
made  our  home  so  bright  and  cheerful)  is  our  own  ;  and, 
please  God,  she  shall  never  lack  for  true  love  and  proper  care 
and  training.  She  is  our  joy  and  our  pride,  and  we  can  never 
be  too  thankful  that  it  is  our  lot  to  care  for  and  love  her.” 

A  lady  writes,  “The  baby  is  as  dear  to  me  now  as 
my  own  child  could  be,  and  the  care  of  her  gives  me  a 
delight  I  never  felt  before.  My  husband  says  it  seems  as 
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if  we  could  not  live  without  her  now.  When  he  comes 
in  at  night,  she  rarely  fails  to  meet  him  with  a  cry  of 
delight.” 

Another  lady  says,  “ - has  n’t  had  a  sick  day  since 

she  came  here.  I  have  n’t  seen  a  scowl  or  sad  look  on  her 
face  yet.  She  seems  contented  and  happy.  She  says  she 
would  n’t  leave  papa  and  mamma  for  a  hundred  million 
dollars.  We  love  her  dearly.  She  grows  tall  and  pretty, 
and  is  taught  politeness  and  neatness  as  before.” 

One  more  extract,  only,  from  the  parents’  letters  :  11 1 

want  to  feel  as  though  baby  was  my  very  own,  and  shan’t 
feel  so  until  I  get  the  papers.  W e  have  had  baby  most 
four  months.  He  makes  home  so  pleasant  I  don’t  have 
time  to  ever  get  lonesome.” 

How  we  will  let  the  children  speak,  although  they  are 
not  quite  so  ready  with  their  pens  as  their  elders  are. 
One  little  girl  writes,  “  My  dear  Auntie  G wynne,  I  am 
very  well  and  happy.  I  am  going  to  school  and  I  am 
getting  along  very  nicely  in  school.  I  have  a  very  nice 
home  and  auntie  is  very  good  to  me.” 

Another  little  girl  writes  quite  a  long  letter.  She 
begins,  “  My  dearest  Aunt,  I  received  your  ever  welcome 
letter  and  I  was  very  glad  as  well  as  surprised  to  hear 
from  you.”  She  says  that  she  likes  her  school  and  her 
home  and  her  parents,  and  gives  an  account  of  her  various 
studies,  and  adds,  u  I  have  a  beautiful  piano.  I  have 
taken  lessons,  so  I  can  play  some.  My  sister  and  I  live 
just  across  the  road  from  each  other,  so  we  can  see  each  other 
often,  which  is  very  nice,  I  think.  The  eighth  of  January 
I  shall  be  thirteen  years  of  age.”  The  letter  is  very  neatly 
written,  and  her  photograph  is  enclosed  for  “  Aunty.”  If 
we  could  only  illustrate  the  report  with  some  of  the  photo¬ 
graphs  of  our  children,  it  would  speak  louder  than  words 
of  their  happiness  and  well-being. 
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Having  once  assumed  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  a 
‘child,  we  never  feel  ourselves  freed  from  it ;  and  if,  by  any 
chance  of  sickness  or  poverty  of  its  adopting  parents,  the 
child  loses  its  home  with  them,  we  always  welcome  it  back 
to  us.  Or,  if  the  child  should  not  prove  satisfactory,  we 
impress  it  upon  the  adopting  parents  that  it  must  be 
returned  to  us  at  once. 

Children  for  whom  we  found  homes  long  ago,  and  who 
are  now  grown  to  manhood  and  womanhood,  frequently 
come  to  us  to  inquire  what  we  know  of  their  relatives ;  and 
sometimes  the  relatives  come,  wishing  to  trace  the  children. 
In  these  cases  we  use  the  greatest  discretion  and,  unless 
all  parties  concerned  are  willing,  and  it  seems  desirable 
to  give  the  information,  we  always  withhold  it.  Besides 
this,  our  former  charges  occasionally  come  to  us  for  certifi¬ 
cates  of  their  adoption  ;  it  sometimes  happening  that  the 
other  heirs  to  the  property  of  the  adopting  parents  deny  their 
claim  to  a  share,  and  conceal  or  destroy  the  adoption  papers. 
This  only  emphasizes  again  the  importance  of  a  legal  adop¬ 
tion,  and  we  take  the  greatest  pains,  spending  much  time 
and  money,  to  have  the  adoption  a  legal  one  whenever,  by 
any  possibility,  it  can  be  made  so.  We  feel  that  this  is  of 
the  greatest  importance  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  child. 

We  always  keep  brothers  and  sisters  together,  if  possible, 
when  they  are  given  up  to  us  for  adoption  ;  often  keeping 
them  for  a  long  time  in  the  Home,  waiting  for  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  send  them  into  the  same  family  or  neighborhood. 
Two  little  sisters,  who  were  much  attached  to  eacli  other, 
were  kept  for  a  year  waiting  for  such  an  opportunity,  which 
was  finally  found ;  the  adopting  mother  writing  us  that 
she  could  not  part  with  either. 

If  one  child  is  adopted  in  a  country  town,  it  is  not 
unusual  for  more  to  go  to  the  same  place  ;  one  neighbor¬ 
hood  having  taken  eighteen  children  from  us.  In  these 
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cases  we  find  a  great  interest  awakened  in  our  work,  and 
a  most  friendly  feeling  arising  for  us  and  our  devoted 
matron.  Mrs.  Gwynne  has  been  with  us  now  for  more 
than  thirty-eight  years,  and  to  her  the  Home  owes  the 
largest  part  of  its  success. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  expensive  one  for  us,  owing 
to  the  large  number  of  urgent  cases  brought  to  our  notice. 
For  when  the  Home  itself  is  full,  we  are  obliged  to  board 
children  outside,  until  we  have  vacancies  for  them. 
This,  of  course,  is  a  large  additional  expense,  and  we  wish 
very  much  to  increase  our  list  of  subscribers. 

We  have,  once  more,  to  express  our  gratitude  to  Dr. 
Cabot  and  Dr.  Buckingham  for  their  unwearied  devotion 
to  our  sick  children. 

In  conclusion,  we  give  the  record  for  the  year,  which  is
